LONDON, May 31.—New laws for 
wives, bigger penalties for drunken. 
motorists, and severe puishment for | 
various liars will all be Imcorporated | 
in the legal code of England tomorrow 
when the greater part of the provi- 
sions of the criminal justice act, | 
last December,: comes into | 
force. 


The minimum penalty for drunken | 
joy rides will be four months’ impris- | 
onment or a firrfof $250, or both. The 
licenses of those convicted -will be sus- 
pended automatically for a year. 

Based on the principle of the equity 
of sex#s, the new act abolishes the pre- 
sumption that the wife who commits 
an offense in the presence of her hus- 
band, does so under his coercion. 

Another change that may also inter- 
est women particularly provides a 
fine of $250 for making a false declara- 
jtion of say, for instance, a notice of 
marriage or in registering births and 
deaths.

Meanwhile there is evidence | 
throughout the districts of a weaken- 
ing of various individual leaders of the 
miners, although the central executive 
committee still is adamant. The 
Northumberland Miners’ association 
has vqted to reopen negotiations in 
order fo get the best terms. This is 
one of.the poorer mine districts. 

With other evidences of weakening 
and the growing of suffering in the 
mine districts, coupled with the fact 
that most of the miners’ leaders are 
in London today, it is probable a meet- 
ing with the prime minister may be ar- 
ranged and an eleventh hour solution 
reached. 

Although Mr. Baldwin's offer of 
£3,900,000 [$15,060,000] temporary sub-

May Accept 8 Hour Day. 


Considerable significance is attached 
to the growing differences among the

newsapapers still are printing plans

promise based on acceptance of longer 
working days would .not permanently 
injure their interests or lower their 
standard of living. It is apparent

It is time that Chicago dispelled such a notion 
on the part of the railroads. They have refused. to 
electrify of their own volition. It is up to the city 
tu take the least desirable course and pass manda- 
tory legislation.

Poultry tuberculosis is growing up. 
When we eat rabbits and some other 
small animals we are in danger of tula- 
remia. Paratyphoid fever may be on 
the increase, or maybe we are hearing 
about it because its cousin so rarely ap- 
pears in the public print (funeral no- 
tices). 

And now comes undulant fever. This 
new form of fever is at least a cousin 
of the well known Malta fever of which 
our population who came from or who 
g°O to the Mediterranean countries know 
so much about. There are some who 
think that_undulant fever, now appear- 
ing in this country, and Malta fever are 
really the sarne. 

One of the troubles which make the 
dairy farmers unhappy is contagious 
abortion of cows. The bacillus which 
causes this is well known. (Once it gets 
a foothold in a dairy herd it is almost 
impossibJe to rout it out. Furthermore, 
it gets into the milk. A study of San 
Francisco raw market milk made several 
years ago showed this bacillus present in 
great abundance. Miss Alice Evans 
proved that the bacillus of contagious 
abortion was a very close relative of the 
bacillus of Malta fever.
